The question of how to treat a 
sprain is often raised. 
Everybody 
understands tile nature of a sprain; 
that wrenching of a joint whereby 
some of the ligaments (those very 
useful bands which • unite the bones 
forming 
the 
joint) 
are 
violently 
str* lobed, or perhaps even ruptured. 
Th s kind of injury is rarely, except 
through unusual complications, dan­ 
gerous in its nature, btu it is certain­ 
ly very painful, and when of a serious 
nature, may result in th** permanent 
im pairm ent of the joint. 
Such an in­ 
jury, if at all severe, is immediately 
followed by marked swelling of the 
tarts, and prompt attention should ho 
given anticipating the surgeon s com­ 
ing. 
The very first item in the treatm ent 
of a sprain is perfect rest of tho limb 
until a doctor ran be summoned. Re­ 
duce the swelling by applications 
of 
hot fomentations, as hot as can he en­ 
dured; change about 
once 
in every 
three hours, 
lf a piece of oilskin he 
not at hand, use common newspaper. 
Wind it carefully outside the hot 
cloth; this will prevent the escape of 
the steam, and prevent the cloth from 
cooling. A good way to save the hands 
from being scalded is to place tin* hot, 
dripping flannel in a towel, then, tak ­ 
ing hold of each end of the towel, to 
wring it until

flannel is dry 
( nough to apply.
